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A LETTER FROM THE TREASURER 
Dear Friends: 


General revenue receipts continue to show an increase but the rate of in- 
crease is markedly slowing. 

From July through December, the first six months of the 1979-80 fiscal year, 
general revenue receipts increased 13.21 percent. The increase, however, was a 
drop of 3.72 percent from a gain of 16.93 percent recorded at the end of October, 
which marked a high for the current fiscal year. 

General revenue receipts showed the first sign of tapering off when the 
November receipts recorded a gain of only 13.88 percent, a substantial drop from 
the record October increase. Further, the customary increases recorded each 
month during the current fiscal year were mostly based on inflationary pressures 
in the economy. 

General revenue receipts from July through December were $824,489,546. 
The amount does not include receipts from Christmas retail trade, which will be 
included in the next monthly report. 

Of the various categories of general revenue reported for the first six months 
of the fiscal year, corporate income taxes totaled $55,912,205 and were up 19.49 
percent. 

Personal income taxes totaled $290,437,980 and were up 18.82 percent. 

Sales tax receipts were $385,570,853, representing a gain of 6.94 percent. 

Liquor, beer and wine taxes totaled $13,607,850 and gained 0.63 percent.
